out in their true colors. But they wore 
not so clever as thty believed themselves to 
he. Word caiiio from Washington as to 
what the men who were trying to sell Can- 
ada were about. Farrer'.s annexation iiimph- 
let was di.-icoveieil. It tliresv i onu; Ijgli ( ntj 
their designs, and caused the people of Can- 
ad.t to see that they were being sold, and 
gave them some idea as to who tlio men 
were thil were negotiating the sale.

FIGHTING FOR PRINCIPLE. 

Uundreds of Dollars Spent; In Litigation 
' , Over n OoUar-and-a-Duir Pit,'. 
Two or th\*ec lawyers were talking of 
old lawsuits the other day, when one of 
tho oldest members of the Indianapolis 
bar remarked to a Journal reporter: 
"I remember the Terry township pig 
ease that took up a good jjart of one 
term of court, having como up through 
a jnstice'.s office,^ The casia wastriiecl, I 
believe, liy Governor Wallace, father of 
our po.stmas1er, and there were at least 
two linus of Itiwyers on oucli side. Sims 
CoUcy and Thoinaw Walpole wore in the 
case, and, so far as Mr. Collcy was con- 
eemed, he was then in the full power of 
his renown. Tho case gave him full 
opportunity for the display of his pic- 
turesque genius, and the drolleries he 
infused into it long furni.slied mtittorof 
liuiirhter for the bar. Mr. C'olloy, lunv- 
ev(>r, no matter how ubsurdlj' droll lie 
mifibt beeoino, never lost .sight of tho 
best iiiterost.s of his client, and certainly 
never lost sight of his own in the shape 
of as fat a fee as it was possible to ob- 
tain. 

"Tho question was abont tho identity 
of a shote," continued the lawyer. "Tho 
witne.sse.s on one .side swore it was a pig 
in a barnyard, and had never been 
out imtil it had been put into a 
[len, from which it was taken to be 
slaughtered. The witnesses on the 
other side .swore that thcj' had known 
it from the time it was a suckling', liut 
the preat point was the jiroof of an ear- 
mark. One elaimtmt, .siistaiiiod by one 
set of witnesses, said he marl-ccd an ear 
of Ihe shoto with his l)Ocket-l;iufe, :md 
the cut was expliiined at gi-cut length 
to the jmy. The other claimant said 
the mark on t'lic ear of his shote was 
torn by the teeth of a do','. It was at 
'.his staf,''e of tlie testimony that a seiisa- 
;ion;il feattire was introduced. One 
ivitness, luiving brought hi.s testimony 
•,o an exciting point, added a climax by 
pulling from his pocket a pickled pig's 
3ar, which he declared to be tho ear of 
tho shote in question. This created a 
Treat uproar in the trourt-room, as the 
elt'eet of this pietorial testimony upon 
the jury eoiild not be measured. The 
witness with the car was, however, 
metisurably discredited, and the ease 
\vent on. .Medical experts were culled 
in to testify as to what the difference in 
tippearance would be between a shoto's 
ear cut witli a Iviiife and one torn 
by the teeth of ii dog. 'J'he 
experts did not asrei! and the jury dis- 
agreed, and another Iritvl was held, the 
second jurj- disagreeing as the first had 
done. Charges of perjury were made 
on each side and a number of assault 
and battery oases grew out of it. The 
costs of litigation were between four 
hundred and five hundred dollars on 
each side." 

"What was the shote worth?" 

"jVbout one dollar and fifty cents, 
but the litigants were fighting for 
principle." 

TAKING THE CENSUS. 

The Bnormoas Amount of Work Done In 
One Day. 

By tho use of about seventy machines 
it W!is found possible to declare the pop- 
ulation of the f'nited States in six weeks 
after the enumeration was completed. 
The work done, however, was equiva- 
lent to the counting of 126,000,000 per- 
sons, since it was deemed necessary, in 
order to insure accuracy, that every 
schedule should be counted twice. It 
was of course natural that the rapidity 
!it wliieh the count proceeded should in- 
cretise ;is tlie clerks faiiiil iari/.ed theni- 
selves with the u.se of tlii^ machines. 
The record of the most cllieient day's 
work, says a writer in the Chautauquan, 
shows the registration of 1,3-13,318 fami- 
lies, or about 0,711,590 persons. To 
bring this amount of work within the 
compass of the mind .so .asttdetiutittdy to 
appreciate wliat it luetiiis, rrcjuiri'S tlie 
graphic language of the gentleman who 
invented tho electric tabulator with 
which it was done. He says: 

"This means that the clerks handled 
about fifteen tons of population .sched- 
ules. Tlu-y actually turned over sheet 
by sheet lliisiuass of paper, serutinizing 
each schedule, often corri'otiiif,' tlie er- 
rors of the enumoriitors and recording 
the data on the machines, besides mak- 
ing numerous transfers to result slips 
and attending to many other dettiils of 
the work. An enf^nnecr mif^dit indeed 
stop ealeuhite tlie mimlier of horse- 
pmver of jiliysictil energy developed by 
this elerieal force. Or if rjnc can not 
appreciate what this means let mo ask 
him to consider a stack of schedules of 
thin paper higher than the Washington 
monument, tuul imagine the work rc- 
ipiireil in turning over such a pile of 
schedules pa^e by page and recording 
the number of persons reported on etieli 
schedule. This is wdiat was done in one 
day by the population division of the 
Census OfHco."

I do so ber-ause I believe lilni to bo by 
far the ablest statesman Caundu hiui, and lliat 
tlio iiulicy lie is following is t lie riKht one. and 
iho only ono that can raise Canada to the liiHh 
position amongst nations which she is bound to 
talco if properly governoii. < 

Since being a member ot tlio House of Com- 
mons I have scon that it is utterly useless botng 
an Indepqndent. . Solong aa tho OoTommont of 
the country Is carried on on party lines, so 
long must a man adhere to either one side or 
tho'other. An Indepondont member has no 
^velght with otthor party uoloss the Govern- 
mente issuBtalnodbyayory narrow majority 
indeed. 

There aro of course occasions when minor 
questions aireetiiig a particular diatricc or 
province come up, and on wlilch u member 
fcolslhat ho must vote against ids party for 
the Kood of his constituents, but on all strictly 
party (Hieslions, airucling the Dominion as a 
whole, a mciuber must bo true to hij pari)!-. 

I hold that a mail should make tip his mind 
heforo enlerint; polkieal lifo as lo wliich party 
ho is in sympathy with, and then stick to 
tliem. If every man was to consider himself 
free to vote as he might thiak beat at tho 
tuoment on every quoation that came up, no 
man, however clevor a statesman he might bo, 
could carry on a Rovomment for a week. 

I am strongly in favor of reciprocity with 
the United States in somo natural products, 
such as coal, fish, lumber and ores, but X am 
decidedly opposed to nnreiitridrd reciprocity, 
IS I tlrmly bolicvo that Canada would then 
again become a slaughter market for tho over- 
production of the Ainericau mniiitfaeturcr, and 
thereby many of our now thriving niaiiufac- 
tories and industries would be hopelo.'<ily 
ruined, carrying distre.s.s and poverty to thou- 
siuids of our now liapiiy and prosperous 
mechanics and artisans. 

I deprecate tho conduct of tho leaders of 
the Liberal party in lowering the dignity 
of Canada by beer0?»0 for rooiprooliy from 'bo 
United States, as they have boon doing lately. 
Lot tho Americans first show their williiit;ness 
to meet us on a fair basis ; and, if llicy do that, 
I have no doubt that mutual ailvantii„'es will 
aecriK' from any nunoliations uiulerlakeu. Ah 
yet, there is no authority to show that they 
have ever shown the ^li^;htest disposit ion to 
open Llie (ptestioii at all. [/iii'i'.'ttn'ctcd re- 
ciprocity with the Cnited tStates would nceea- 
sariiy mean discrimination in hirid' bgainst 
ICngland. This tho Mother Country would 
never stand, and still continue to give us the 
benefit of her protection. 

Wo must then cither abandon the project alto- 
getlior, or throw ourselves into the arms of 
Uncle Sam, as wo are not strong enough to 
protect ourselves. Aro you ready to do this / 
1 for one am not, and I trust and believo that 
comiiaralively few in Canada are. The land in 
(.'anada is e\'ery hit jis good as in tho United 
States. 1 ler |;00ple aro just as intelligout, in- 
dustriuus and indepon<ient. Then why not let 
us remain under the Uritish Flag that has pro- 
tected us so long, and by our own o-xertions 
and energy and enterprise build up in time a 
nation Just as great. Just as powerful, and 
just OS wealthy as our southern neighbor. 

I nm very much dissatisfied with tho small 
amount of money expended by the Dominion 
Government on Public Worlcs in British 
Columbia and more particularly in Victoria. 

ing that llii.-! cili/ alone jjays considerably 
more t hail om' 1(1/7/ /oa dollars por annum into 
the Dominion 'I'reasury, I think ne ono can 
deny t hat we sliould got a groat deal more in 
return than wo do. 

I havo endeavored In the post to remedy this, 
but I am sorry to say with but partial success. 
If,howover,I am again honored with yourcond- 
dencolahall continue even moro Strenuously 
than ever to urge upon tho Oovommont the 
necessity of placing larger sums upon tho esti- 
mates for Victoria. 

Amongst tho many improveiueiita urgently 
rc(iuired I may mention a no'.v Post Ollico and 
Custom House. These arc badly needed owing 
to the immense increase in trado and popula- 
tion that has token place here durbig the past 
few years. A large expenditure is also needed 
in our harbor. I have repeatedly broug><t the 
above matters before the- Government and 
havo received assurances which I trust in the 
near future may be acted upon. 

I shall, if elected, givo my hearty support to 
tho members for Nanaimo and Now Wcstniin- 
mtnator Disttiots in any endeavor they may 
make to have more lights, beacons and buoys 

placed on our coast. 

I shall also eoutinue lo urge upon tho Govern- 
ment Iho iiaramount necessity of their insert- 
ing a clause in any charier given to any subsid- 
ized lino of steaiuers running clllior to China or 
.Vustralia. making it imperative that they call 
at Victoria on every trip. 

I shall again bring to the notice of the Gov. 
ornnient tho nocoaslty of Increasing the pay of 
sotuo of tho civil servants in IhU Pro- 
vince. It Is manifestly unfair to pay 
the Bnme salaries hero that they do 
in Kaslern Canada, where living is so very 
much cheapor. II is, lo my mind, oll'ering a 
lu-eiiiiuni on dishonesty and is degrading the 
public service. It is an insult lo ai^k educated 
intelligent men to work for less than a Chineso 
laborer domimds. The fact that men aro 
found who are willing to take the positions, is 
no argument in its favor. When men aro bnrd- 
np they will toko almost anything in order to 
get food for their families, but that Is no reason 
why tho Ptihlio Treasury should benedt by 
their miaforlunes. 

J am in favor of a subsidy being granted hy 
the Dnmi'iion lo the Vicloria, Haanieliaiid New 
Weutminster Hallway Co., and shall, if elected, 
continue to urge tho Govornmont to mako a 
substantial grant for that purpose. 

The Chineso question is one of grave 
moment, I shall n«o my best endeavors 
to have the anli-Chincse clause inserted in all 
charters granted to companloR who aro as- 
sisted by subsidies either ot land or money 
from tho Duminion Government.. If the in esent 
])er capita tax is found not to he Hiillleient to 
slay tho tido of iinmigratioii. 1 shiUl favor an 
inoroiiscd ta.v. 

llolioving that tho Victoria "I'radcs and 
Labor Council is composed of men capable of 
taking a dispassionate viow ot tbo subject, and 
who have a thorougldy practical knowledge 
of the question, and also that they dircotly ro))- 
resent tho great body ot men wim aro most at- 
tcctod by this class of labor, I shall on all occa- 
sions bo very largely guided by their wishes in 
regard to this sulijecl. 

Tlio lime lias arrived in my oiilnion when 
tho Dominion Goviu-miicnt should be 
urged to assist in building another dry dock al 
lilsqulnndt. Hy tar the best jilacn for a now 
dook is alongaido tho present ono. It can be 
built cheaper than anywhere else, and can be 
run more eoonomioaUf than elsewhdro, os tbo

I shall use my best elTorte to 
have this mattor favorably reported upon. 

In conclusion, allow mo to say that if you 
decide to again place me in tho proud position

Dr. Mir.NK, in moving the second read- 
ing of the (Iraveyard Act, referred to the 
number of bodies exluimed by the Chineso 
last annimer, s lying tliat tlie manner in 
which the exluuning wai conducted was 
unseemly and unsanitary. The act now 
jirojiosod to give to iho cities and ninniei- 
piliiiiH which have hoards of health under 
the "Public Health Act," power to deal 
and control tlic exhuming of dead bodies 
witliin their juris.liction. U was ccrtaiidy 
necessary that s )ine piovijion bo made in 
this way, as he (Dr. Milne) had seen in one 
(lay in Kuis Mity cemetery no le-.s than four- 
teen bodies taken up by Cliinunicn, no pro- 
visions hemg nmle tor its proper sanitarj- 
regulation. He tlinught this mattei- should 
be in the hands of the Board of Health in 
each city or municipality, anil lioped 
the mea.-ure would be pas-^ed. This 
bill provided tliat in nnmieipalities it 
shall b-.^ unlawful to remove tho remains of 
any dead person from the cemetery or place 
whore any such dead per.son may have been 
interred, or to exhume the hoilici or re- 
mains of any dead iieison without tlie per- 
mission in writing of the nuinicip-il council, 
or by tho diiection of the ecjioner. In dis- 
tricts which are not niuniuip ilities, where a 
local boird of liealth is not established, tho 
permission in writing of the provincial sec- 
retary, or of a Government aceiit for the 
district, shall be effective in plicc of the 
]>ermiHsn>n of a local board of health. 

llcjs. Mr. Rouson said that while he 
quite tlionght that the boards ■ot health 
sliould have control over this matter, it 
should not be forgotten that this removal ot 
bodies was a source of considerable revenue 
both to tho Government and the citv. A 
inc/suro of this kind could not, h-i thought, 
on this account, bo introduced by a private 
nioniber. 

Hns. .Mu. Dhavkn said tho act diii not 
impo«e 11. fee, wliich was only authorized by 
order-in-eoniicil, iind it was pet fcctly eom- 
petoiit, in his opinion, for tin- hon. memlicr 
to mike the ameiidmeot. Kvtii wen; lliere 
a fee iiupo'ed Ijy statute it would liu per- 
fectly in Older for a private n.einlier to 
move to repeal that fee. it was (piite 
comiietcnt for the ( Jovenmipiit to point out 
that the. fee uns necess.iry, I. tit it waii ipiile 
in order for a nicniher to ii.ove llmreiiual 
of Ibis tai. 

llos. -Mu. Ti n:<KR remarked tint the 
Graveyard Act was a wry lilting climax fo 
far of tho legislation lnouglit in by tho 
member for Vietcji i i. lie had introduced a 
poison act and a gr.iveyard act, and hi> 
undei'stood tliat tho undertakers ucre 
])elitioniiig for an Acl which would be 
(juile in order to follow tlie jircseiit pro- 
posal. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said no matter the 
amount of Uie revenue. which might accrue 
under the Graveyard Act this reduction oi 
tho revenue would unquestionably increase 
tlio burdens of the people. 

A fier .further disouHsion tho debate was 
.iiljoumod to enable tho Speaker to decide 
whether or not it was compotcnt for a 
private nioinbcr to bring in such a Bill. 

DAMAGES TO STOCK. 

Mr. SWOBD moved tho second rouding of 
t'le Railway Bill to make Iho present Act 
more cb linite as to the liability of railways 
for stocdi killed on their tracks. Tliere 
could bi: no i|iiestion, ho Said, that coii3i(lpr- 
ab'e .'ilr' irhc>< ot railway .track were not 
fenced, and in consi'iiueiico stock WII8 killed. 
The lailu . ys had, it was true, more to fear 
from the kiiliii- of stock than the vidiio ol 
the animals killed. 

Mu. UuKTER pointed out that tho bill

Respecting the Expenditure of the 
Municipal Revenue ior the Year
